Plans for this addition to 
the city's water works v/ere pre­ 
pared som e time ago. but construc­ 
tion was im possible at th at time 
because of priorities on material.* 
particularly steel for the reinforc­ 
ing and iron and steel for pipes. 
Plan New Well Field 
T h e tract just purchased by t h r 
city is the highest in this area and 
the new storage basin will be h igh ­ 
er than the top of the standpipe in 
the east end. 
T his will 
provide 
gravity flow from the basin into 
the m ains, the plan being to use 
-this 
water 
regularly, 
instead 
of 
storing up three m illions in reserve, 
to offset the loss from the old wells. 
T he water com m ittee also plans 
to develop a new well field, pos­ 
sibly in the vicinity of 
th e 
new 
basin. 
T he basin will occupy prac­ 
tically all of the four acr«s. but 
other tracts are available for dril­ 
ling. 
C est of the proposed basin and 
necessary piping has been estim ated 
at about $110,000. 
F inancial plans 
are being studied whereby the city 
m ay take care of this am ount w ith ­ 
out subm itting a bond issue to the 
voters. 
T his first step in 
the 
develop­ 
m ent of a new water supply for 
Salem 
does 
not 
contem plate 
the 
construction of a filtration plant. 
Tile

Explosion Death 


Toll Is Estimated

PORT CHICAGO. Calif.. July 19 
—Reconstruction of the Navy s Port 
Chicago am m unition depot began 
today as the death toll in the na­ 
tion’s worst wartim e explosion ap ­ 
proxim ated 350. 
All available construction 
work­ 
ers were urged to report im m edi­ 
ately to the devastated area where 
the explosions of two am m unition 
ships late M onday n igh t shattered 
the m unitions base and the town 
cf 1,500 as well. 
T he 
blasts, 
two 
seconds 
apart, 
shook 14 counties and their earth­ 
quake-like effects were felt 80 m iles 
away. 
T he 
cause 
rem ained 
undeter­ 
m ined. 
Navy and Federal Bureau 
of

hand for an investigation, but the 
devastation 
left little 
to

gate. 
“There are no close survivors to

Aid For Vets’ Dependents

WASHINGTON —In all the hullabaloo about what 
the government Is going to do for the GI Joes who 
come out of the armed forces in health or disabled, 
the has been almost completely lost that much is pro­ 
vided for those dependents of men who die. 
Congressmen and other government officials have 
told me recently of pitiful letters from “next of kin" 
who want to know if something can't be done to help 
their sad plight. 
In the first place, there are four types of cash pay­ 
ments made to wives, children and 
parents and 
in 
(ome cases to brothers and sisters. 
They are (Ii a six-months gratuity payment; 12) 
insurance; (3» pension; (4) arrears in pay.

The first amounts to from $300 to nearly $470. de­ 
pending on rating, with slightly higher payments for 
overseas service. It is six times the base pay of the 
nan killed in service connected duty. It Is paid auto­ 
matically and no dependency need be shown. It goes 
irst to wives, next to a child or children, to parents. 
to brothers or sisters, or if none 
of 
these 
exist, to 
grandparents, This us made in addition to any other 
cash payments 
The second varies, of 
course, 
depending on the 
amount of insurance the decreased carried. The limit 
is $10,000 and it is paid in monthly installments. 
These Installments vary, depending on the age of 
the beneficiary, but if the $10000 limit Is carried, the 
beneficiary, named by the soldier, receives payments 
ranging from $55 50 a month upward for 20 years. 
No actual policies are issued,

Policy are and these are most important In expediting 
insurance claims 
Without them such claims might 
necessarily go unsettled for long periods, in question- | 
able cases, perhaps tor years.
